7. CHINA 

WP'S GREENWAY, IN HK, NOTES WEDNESDAY PEOPLE’S DAILY 
FRONT-PAGE EDIT ELEVATED CAMPAIGN AGATNST TENG BY CITING 
MAO'S PERSONAL INVOLVEMENT. SAYS, AT SAME TIME, 
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EDIT AS PERHAPS MOST AUTHORITATIVE STATEMENT TO DATE 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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ON CURRENT CAMPAIGN, AND SAYS MAY BE RESULT OF CCP 
CENTRAL CMTE MEETING, IN OPINION OF HK CHIN A- WATCHERS. 

GREENWAY OBSERVES THAT GIVEN EDIT'S FEROCITY AND WITH 
MAO SO CLEARLY ON RECORD AGAINST HIM, TENG HAS SEEMINGLY 
BEEN PUT BEYOND POLITICAL REDEMPTION. SAYS PD EDITS, 
TRADITIONALLY, HAVE CARRIED MORE WEIGHT THAN MERE 
ARTICLES, AND NOTES WEDNESDAY'S WAS ONLY THIRD EDIT 
THIS YEAR. 

NYT'S BUTTERFIELD IN HK, FINDS ANALYSTS THERE APPARENTLY 
HAVE NOT BEEN ONLY PEOPLE BEWILDERED BY NEW PRC CAMPAIGN

ON TENG AND OTHER CCP "CAPITALIST ROADERS." NOTES 
REPORTS OF NINGSIA TEACHERS' MEETING TO "ENABLE" ALL 
UNDERSTAND CURRENT CAMPAIGN, AND CITES REPORT OF 
SEVERAL EUROPEAN STUDENTS RECENTLY AT PEKING U THAT 
CHINESE STUDENTS THERE WERE STUNNED WHEN CONTROVERSY 
AROSE LAST MONTH, AND ANTI-TENG POSTERS HUNG ONLY AFTER 
STUDENTS TOLD HOW TO WORD THEM. 

ACCORDING BUTTERFIELD, TENG NOT NAMED POSSIBLY BECAUSE 
CHINESE LANGUAGE, CULTURE, PREFER TO OPERATE INDIRECTLY; 
ANOTHER, MORE LIKELY, EXPLANATION IS THAT MAO AND 
LEFTIST ALLIES SIMPLY DO NOT HAVE STRENGTH ATTACK TENG 
AND ENTRENCHED PARTY APPARATUS DIRECTLY. NOTES 
REVELATION HUA FROM SHANSI, NOT HUNAN, AS EARLIER THOUGHT; 
ADDS THAT IF ALSO FACTUAL, AS PREVIOUSLY UNKNOWN, THAT 
HUA HAD SERVED IN ARMY, HE MIGHT HAVE BETTER PERSONAL 
TIES WITH PLA AND BROADER POWER BASE THAN REALIZED. 

SUN'S WU, IN HK, FINDS NOW POSSIBLE, FROM LITERALLY 
MILLIONS PRC MEDIA WORDS IN PAST FEW MONTHS, TRACE 
HITHERTO LITTLE-KNOWN SCENARIO THAT HAS LED TO PRESENT 
PRC POLITICAL TURMOIL. NOTES REHABILITATED TENG HAD 
PLEDGED NEVER REVERSE GPCR VERDICTS. BUT BEGINNING OF 
WHAT HAS SINCE BEEN CONSTRUED AS OPPOSITION TO MAOIST 
LINE WAS TENG'S ALLEGED MANEUVERING AND ATTITUDE TOWARD 
ANTI-LIN PIAO ANTI-CONFUCIUS MOVEMENT IN 1974; IN 1975, 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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TENG ALLEGEDLY RESORTED TO UNDERCOVER METHODS TO 
SABOTAGE, PLAY DOWN CLASS STRUGGLE ELEMENT WHICH MAO 
EMPHASIZED WAS KEY LINK TO MOVEMENT TO STUDY THEORY 
OF PROLETARIAN DICTATORSHIP. DURING THIS PERIOD, TENG 
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ALSO REPORTEDLY SHOWED UTTER DISDAIN TO YOUNG LEADERS 
EMERGING FROM GPCR, AND HIS OTHER SINS RANGED FROM 

VILLIFYING REVOLUTIONARY THEATER TO PUTTING PROFITS, 

NOT POLITICS, IN COMMAND IN INDUSTRY, OPPOSING 
RATIFICATION OF URBAN YOUTH AND UNDERMINING 
REVOLUTIONIZED RURAL MEDICAL CARE PLAN. NO OUTWARD 
SIGN TENG GOING AGAINST MAO'S WHOLE RANGE DOMESTIC 
POLICIES, POSSIBLY BECAUSE CHAIRMAN GAVE HIM WARNING, 
CHANCE AMEND HIMSELF. AT CHOU POST-FUNERAL PARTY, 
CONCEIVABLE TENG MADE TO ANSWER FOR RECENT SINS BEFORE 
COULD BE AFFIRMED NEW LEADER, AND CURRENT FLOOD ATTACKS 
ON HIM INDICATED HE RESISTED CRITICISM. 

WSJ’S KEATLEY SAYS UNLIKELY THAT NIXON PRC TRIP HAS 
HURT SINO-US RELATIONS VERY MUCH, AND SIX MONTHS FROM 
NOW ITS SPECIFIC EFFECT MAY BE DIFFICULT DETECT. 
NEVERTHELESS, NIXON TRIP, COMBINED WITH RETURN CHINESE 
POLITICAL FERMENT, REVISES DOUBTS ABOUT DURABILITY OF 
SINO-US COOPERATION. NIXON INVITATION PROVES CHINESE 
PREFER DOING THINGS THEIR WAY OR NOT AT ALL. MANY 
KNOWLEDGEABLE AMERICANS IRRITATED AT THIS, THINK 
COMPROMISE COULD BE PRACTICED OFTEN AS PREACHED IN 
PEKING. SAYS THERE'S EVEN SOME DOS BELIEF HAK CODDLES 
CHINESE BIT TOO MUCH BECAUSE OF HIS PERSONAL INVOLVEMENT, 
IMPORTANCE HE ATTACHES TO RELATIONSHIP. SAYS SOME US 
BUSINESSMEN HAVE LOST INTEREST IN PURSUING CHINESE 
CONTACTS. FEELING PEKING MAKES IT TOO MUCH TROUBLE.
